Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach a method for administering an effective amount of a pharmacologically active compound 
to a mammal to provide transmucosal absorption, where the composition comprises between 0. 1 
and 25 % of the active agent, between 10 and 97% of a polar solvent and between 2 and 10% of 
a propellant which is a C3 to C8 hydrocarbon of linear or branched configuration. 

The closest prior arts of reference, WO 9413280 discloses sprayable analgesic 
compositions for administration through buccal mucosa. The reference teaches analgesics in a 
liquid carrier, specifically an aqueous ethanolic carrier, flavoring agents and surfactants. There is 
no mention of a propellant or its amount. EP 0656206 Al, discloses an aerosol formulation for 
oral or nasal administration comprising a medicament, excipients and propellants. The 
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propellants are HFAs in amounts between 25 and 99.9%. The examples have formulations 
comprising propellants in an amount of at least 46%. There is also no mention of buccal mucosa 
delivery.
